PETITION TO CORRECT STATUS TO UTILITY APPLICATION 

Dear Sir/Madam: 

On August 7, 2000, undersigned representative for Applicant filed the 
above-captioned application by Express Mail with the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office ("USPTO"). On November 20, 2000, Applicant's representative received a Filing 
Receipt, mailed November 13, 2000, for the application, a copy of which receipt is at- 
tached hereto at Exhibit A. As can be seen from Exhibit A, the Filing Receipt indicated 
that the instant application was being treated as a provisional application. However, as 
will be discussed in more detail below, the application was filed as a utility application. 
Due to the incorrect treatment of the instant application as a provisional application, there 
has been no substantive examination of the application. 

As evidence of Applicant's intent to file the instant application as a utility 
application, attached hereto at Exhibit B is a copy of a postcard receipt indicating that the 
application was a utility application and that the filing included 13 sheets of specification 
and 3 sheets of claims. Also included with the filing was a transmittal letter, attached at
